Honeywell, pilot

trants in ithe International balloon 
race for the Gordon 
Bennet, 
cup, 
starting from Geneva, Switzerland, 
August 6, hopes to win first hon­ 
ors by flying as low as possible and 
staying in the air longer than other 
entrants, thereby making more dis­ 
tance. 
Expecting to land in Russia, Capt. 
Honeywell said his plan of flight 
probably would be different from 
that of most of his opponents in the 
race, which is the fourth internation­ 
al event lie has entered. 
“ Other entrants probably will fly 
over the Alp3,” he continued, “and 
the altitude necessary 
to 
accom-* 
plish this will greatly shorten their 
time in the air, and their distance. 
A balloon which flies over the Alps 
cannot stay in the air more than 
24 hours. 
Will Fly I/Ow • 
“I expect to get oui of Switzer­ 
land either through the Rhone Val­ 
ley to th e south or through the 
Rhine Valley on the North. I want 
to fly as low as possible— keeping 
always below 8,000 feet if I can 
manage it— and will be able there­ 
fore to remain -in the air perhaps 
as long as 48 hours. 
“ If I find it necessary to cross 
any mountains, I may have to rise 
to 18,000 feet or more, but this I 
hope to avoid. If my plans go^ as I 
expect, I will land in Russia.” 
During his career as a ballonist, 
Honeywell 
declared he 
has made 
nearly 600 Hights, having partici­ 
pated in more th an a score of races 
in which he always has ranked high 
in honors. He holds many distance > 
and endurance trophies, and prob­ 
ably has the experience of flying 
in more parts of the world than any 
other balloonist. 
Probably 
his 
most 
adventurous 
flight was in the international race 
from Stuttgart. Germany in 1912, 
Ile flew 1,350 miles and landed in 
Russia IOO miles west of Moscow. 
His balloon was torn to pieces and 
il®t?d for clothing by the peasants 
and he was held by the Russian^p.u- 
thorities for almost a week suspect­ 
ed of being a spy. The American 
consul effected 
his release. Then, 
again in 1920 he covered more than 
1,000 miles winning the American 
race from Birmingham. He landed 
in Canada. 
If Honeywell should he success­ 
ful in winning the race from Geueva 
he 
will 
obtain possession 
of 
the 
Gordon Bennett Cup, a silver tro­ 
phy, which he retains until the next 
international 
race. 
The 
country 
whose entrant wins has the priv­ 
ilege of fixing the place and date 
of the race for the following year. 
Honeywell is 49 years old and 
served in 'both the Spanish American 
and the world war. He was an offic­ 
ial of a ‘balloon m anufacturing con­ 
cern until the United Slates govern­ 
ment took over the m anufacture of 
balloons and the company went out 
of business.
